Romney Causes a Stir in Britain 


Candidate criticizes 
the preparations for 
Olympics in London 


London 

Mitt Romney’s overseas tour got 
off to a troubling start in Britain 
on Thursday as he tried in back- 
to-back meetings with British offi- 
cials to defuse a controversy he 
sparked when he publicly ques- 
tioned London’s preparedness to 
host the Olympic Games. 

Romney, making his first foray 
on the international stage as the 
presumptive Republican presi- 
dential nominee, told NBC News 
shortly after arriving in London on 
Wednesday that he found the city’s 
final preparations “disconcerting.” 
The candidate, who ran the 2002 
Olympic Winter Games, said of the 
London Games, “It’s hard to know 
just how well it will turn out.” 

The comments drew a sharp 
rebuke from Prime Minister David 
Cameron on Thursday, on the eve 
of the Opening Ceremonies, and 
Romney spent much of the first 
full day of his foreign trip repeat-

All of a sudden, biting into a fried 
chicken sandwich has become a 
political statement. 

Chick-fil-A is standing firm in 
its opposition to gay marriage after 
president Dan Cathy told the Bap- 
tist Press that the company was 
“guilty as charged” for backing “the 
biblical definition of a family.” 

Gay rights groups have called 
for a boycott and the Jim Henson 
Co. pulled its Muppet toys from 
kids’ meals, directing its revenue 
from the toys to GLAAD, a leading 
gay rights organization. 

Meanwhile, politicians in Boston 
and Chicago told the chain it is not 
welcome there. Recently, a Chicago 
alderman vowed to block a Chick- 
fil-A proposed in his district, and 


Mayor Rahm Emanuel support- 
ed him, saying, “Chick-fil-A values 
are not Chicago values.” Last Fri- 
day, Boston Mayor Thomas Menino 
wrote in a letter to Cathy: “There is 
no place for discrimination on Bos- 
ton’s Freedom Trail and no place for 
your company alongside it.” 

Across the Bible Belt, where 
most of the 1,600 restaurants are 
situated, Christian conservatives 
have thrown their support behind 
the Atlanta-based company, prom- 
ising to buy chicken sandwiches 


and waffle fries Wednesday for 
“Chick-fil-A Appreciation Day.” 

At a downtown Atlanta Chick- 
fil-A on Thursday, customers were 
divided. “The Bible says homosex- 
uality is wrong. [Cathy’s] absolutely 
right,” Marci Troutman said. 

Her business partner, Steve 
Timpson, said he chose not to eat 
at Chick-fil-A.

Abuse Victim May Sue Penn State 


Harrisburg, Pa. 

For months, the identity of the boy 
who was sexually assaulted in the 
locker room showers by Jerry San- 
dusky was one of the biggest mys- 
teries of the Penn State scandal. 
Now, for the first time, a man has 
come forward publicly to claim he 
was that boy, and he is threaten- 
ing to sue the university. 

Lawyers for the man, who was 
not named, said Thursday they 
have done an extensive investiga- 
tion and gathered “overwhelming 
evidence” on details of the abuse 
by Sandusky, the former assistant 
football coach convicted of using 
his position at Penn State and as 
head of a youth charity to molest 
boys over a period of 15 years. 




“Our client has to live the rest 
of his life not only dealing with 
the effects of Sandusky’s child- 
hood sexual abuse, but also with 
the knowledge that many power- 
ful adults ... put their own interests 
and the interests 
of a child predator 
above their legal 
obligations to pro- 
tect him,” the law- 
yers said in a news 
release. 

Sandusky University 

President Rod- 
ney Erickson and the board of 
trustees, a school spokesman said, 
“have publicly emphasized that 
their goal is to find solutions that 
rest on the principle of justice for 
the victims.” (ap)

Ousted official’s wife 
accused of murder in 
British man’s death 

Beijing 

Prosecutors have charged the wife 
of ousted Chinese politician Bo 
Xilai and a family aide with the 
murder of a British businessman, 
the government said Thursday, 
pushing ahead a case at the cen- 
ter of a messy political scandal that 
unsettled China’s leadership ahead 
of a delicate power transition. 

The state-run Xinhua News 
Agency reported that the recent 
indictment said Bo’s wife, Gu 
Kailai, had a falling out with Brit- 
on Neil Heywood over money. Gu 
and the aide, Zhang Xiaojun, are 
alleged to have poisoned Hej^wood 
together, the report said. 

The brief report is the first offi- 
cial news that the case against Gu 
is proceeding since the announce- 
ment three months ago that she and 
Zhang were being investigated and 
that Bo was being suspended from 
the powerful Politburo. Unmen- 
tioned in the Xinhua report was

any reference to Bo or a separate 
party investigation into him. 

Bo’s ouster and the investiga- 
tion into his family presented the 
Communist Party leadership with 
its ugliest public scandal in nearly 
two decades. It exposed the bare- 
knuckled infighting that the secre- 
tive leadership prefers to hide and 


affirmed an already skeptical pub- 
lic’s dim view about corrupt deal- 
ings in the party. 

News of Gu’s prosecution sig- 
nals that the leadership has closed 
ranks and reached a general agree- 
ment about the case as well as 
arrangements to install a younger 
group of leaders later this year. 

By making the announcement 
on the eve of the London Olympics, 
the leadership also likely hopes that 
public attention will be absorbed 
watching the Chinese team, said 
Cheng Li of the Brookings Insti- 
tution in Washington. 

“They have to try to show sol- 
idarity, because if they do not do 
that the consequences are alarm- 
ing. It would undermine social sta- 
bility” by sending a signal about 
divisions in the ranks, Li said. 

In a sign that the release of the 
news was carefully managed, the 
Xinhua’s report was read on state 
television and posted on official 
mainstream news sites. 

But it appeared to have been 
scrubbed off popular microblogs, 
where Bo and his wife’s names 
remain banned search terms.

Scientists: ‘Sister Species’ Once Coexisted in Africa 


Washington 

The human family tree just got 
another — mysterious — branch, 
an African “sister species” to the 
heavy-browed Neanderthals that 
once roamed Europe. 

While no fossils have been found 
from these people, they did leave 
a calling card in present-day Afri- 
cans: snippets of foreign DNA. 

There’s only one way that genet- 
ic material could have made it into 
modern human populations. 

“Geneticists like euphemisms, 
but we’re talking about sex,” said 


Joshua Akey of the University of 
Washington in Seattle, whose lab 
identified the foreign DNA in three 
groups of modern Africans.

The number of new genetic variants 
scientists found in 15 Africans, a 
trove of human diversity. Scientists 
had found about 40 million variants. 


He said present-day Europeans 
show no evidence of the foreign 
DNA, meaning the mystery people 
were likely confined to Africa. 


These genetic leftovers do not 
resemble DNA from any modern- 
day humans. The foreign DNA 
also does not resemble Neander- 
thal DNA, which shows up in the 
DNA of some modern-day Euro- 
peans, Akey said. That means the 
newly identified DNA came from 
an unknown group. 

The find offers more evidence 
that for thousands of years, mod- 
ern-looking humans shared Earth 
with evolutionary cousins who died 
out. And whenever the groups met, 
they did what came naturally — 
they bred, (the Washington post)

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D.C. to Study Traffic Cam Revenue

New task force will 
weigh whether fines 
are too expensive 

Washington 

D.C. Council member Tommy Wells 
has formed a task force to explore 
whether fines issued by automat- 
ed traffic cameras are taking too 
much from motorists’ wallets. 

Traffic cameras in the District 
first began expanding under for- 
mer Mayor Adrian Fenty’s admin- 
istration, a trend that Mayor Vin- 
cent Gray has continued. 

As the cameras have increased, 
the revenue that tickets generate 


has also soared. According to AAA 
Mid-Atlantic, the cameras brought 
in a record $55 million in fiscal 2011 
and are expected to far exceed that 
figure this year. 

Wells, D-Ward 6, said some fines 
have risen by as much as 500 per- 
cent over the past five years. Wor- 
ried that residents now view the 
cameras as a tax instead of a safe- 


ty device. Wells said the task force 
will work this summer to find the 
appropriate balance between safe- 
ty and revenue. 

Wells plans to use the task force 
recommendations to revisit the fine 
issue this fall when the council 
returns from summer recess. 

A chief concern could be wheth- 
er the city can afford to decrease

fines. Though city finances are 
stable, recent budget debates have 
shown that the council can get 
bogged down for days over how 
to find a few million dollars in a 
$9.4 billion budget. 

Some pedestrian and bicycling 
activists could also question a low- 
ering of fines, arguing that they 
serve as a deterrent against reckless 
motorists, (the Washington post)

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Phelps and Lochte 
meet again to settle 
who’s best in the pool 

Swimming 

There’s nothing like a good rivalry 
to get the competitive juices flow- 
ing. At the Olympic pool in Lon- 
don, get ready to savor Michael 
Phelps vs. Ryan Lochte. 

They are the world’s two great- 
est swimmers, and their head- 
to-head races at the U.S. Olym- 
pic trials were downright epic. Of 
course, that was merely a tanta- 
lizing warm-up for the events that 
really matter in Britain. “You can 
probably count on there being some 
other close races in the next cou- 
ple of weeks,” Phelps said. 

Already the winningest Olym- 
pian ever with 14 gold medals, 
Phelps will swim seven more events 
in London in what he insists will 
be his final meet as a competitive 


swimmer. The 27-year-old has long 
stated his plans to retire as soon as 
his hands hit the wall for the final 
time at these Games. 

Lochte has no plans to quit the 
sport, and the only parting gift he’d 
like to send to his friendly rival is 
a couple of Olympic silver medals, 
which is actually a color Phelps 
doesn’t have. 

“It’s hard to say who is the best 
swimmer,” said Lochte, who beat 
Phelps twice at the 2011 world 
championships but lost to him 
three out of four times at the U.S. 
trials. “We’re both great racers, 
and we have been going back and 
forth for so long.” 


There are other compelling sto- 
ries, from Japanese star Kosuke 
Kitajima trying to sweep the men’s 
Olympic breaststroke events for 
the third-straight time to sprint 
stars James Magnussen of Aus- 
tralia (known as “The Missile”) 
and the tongue-twisting Ranomi 
Kromowidjojo of the Netherlands 
(who playfully tells anyone who 
asks how her name is pronounced, 
“Just like you write it”). 

But two swimmers figure to 
stand above all others at these 
Games: Phelps and Lochte. 

Phelps qualified in eight Olym- 
pic events, giving him a chance to 
match his record haul of gold med- 


als from the Beijing Games four 
years ago. But he dropped the 200- 
meter freestyle, believing a slight- 
ly smaller program would give him 
a better chance to succeed, consid- 
ering he didn’t train nearly as hard 
for these Olympics as he did lead- 
ing up to 2008. 

Plus, racing seven times instead 
of eight removes any pressure to 
repeat his Great Haul of China, 
when he broke Mark Spitz’s iconic 
record for most golds at one Olym- 
pics. That leaves him with two 
races against Lochte: the 200 and 
400 individual medleys. The laid- 
back Floridian, known for his wild 
wardrobe, gaudy jewelry and blurt-

On the Records 

High-tech speed suits or not, 
Michael Phelps says swimming 
records will be broken at the 
London Olympics. Phelps won a 
record eight golds in Beijing four 
years ago, the focus of a swim 
meet that produced 25 world 
records, including seven by the 
American in Speedo’s LZR Racer 
suit. Forty-three records fell at 
the 2009 worlds in Rome. FINA, 
swimming’s governing body, 
banned the high-tech bodysuits 
beginning in 2010 after swim- 
mers and officials said they may 
artificially boost performance. 

“It doesn’t matter, if somebody 
wants a record it’s going to be 
broken,’’ Phelps said, (bloomberg) 


ing out nonsensical words such 
as “jeah,” won both events at the 
2011 worlds, beating Phelps with a 
world-record time in the 200 and 
easily taking the longer race with 
Phelps sitting out. 

Phelps, the two-time defend- 
ing Olympic champion in both, 
returned to the 400 IM — which 
takes place Saturday — only this 
year after vowing in Beijing to 
never swim the grueling race again. 
Lochte beat him by a fairly comfort- 
able margin at the trials, but Phelps 
came back to win the 200 IM — the 
two swimmers never more than 
inches apart, swimming virtual- 
ly in sync for all four laps. 

Look for more of the same in 
London, especially since Phelps has 
been paying attention to Lochte’s 
repeated declarations that “this is 
my time.” paul newberry (ap)

pad knows Washington’s finicky 
housing market demands constant 
vigilance, grit and a bit of luck. 
That’s why it pays to employ a 
variety of hunting approaches. 

“Craigslist was helpful, but 
there are some people that advertise 
there that just sort of want you to 
go to their website,” she says. “The 
apps are good because they offer a 
lot of different functionality.” 

Two of her favorites, PadMapper 
(Padmapper.com) and LiveLovely 
(Livelovely.com), let you search 
for apartments at your price point 
in a specific area and send you 
alerts when new spots become 
available. 

Smartphone apps are especially 
important when you’re out hunting 
for apartments. “The market is so 
competitive,” says Sol Garger, the 
project manager for Trulia’s rental 
app. “If you find a great spot but 
wait [to contact the owner] until 
you get home, good chance it’ll 
be gone.” 

That’s why Trulia (Trulia 
.com), which tracks housing 
trends nationwide, created the 
Trulia Rentals app. It alerts users 
to rentals that have gone on the 
market in the past 24 hours. It also 
keeps track of your neighborhood 
preferences and rental needs. (Are 
you looking for a studio? Want a 
pool? The app has you covered.) 

‘We want to be a one-stop shop,” 
Garger says. 

You don’t, however, have to 
have a smartphone to get digital 
help when apartment-hunting. 
If you have your heart set on a

particular neighborhood or have 
specific requirements for your 
future apartment, consider signing 
up for an email list. 

Kesher Israel, a synagogue 
in Georgetown, runs a Housing 
listserve (Kesher.org/community/ 
housing. shtml), an email list 
that sends alerts about available 
housing to anyone who is signed 
up. The listings are geared toward 
Orthodox Jews looking for housing 
within walking distance of a 
synagogue and a kosher kitchen, 
but anyone can sign up. 

“If people know of housing 
opening up or if someone was 
looking for a roommate or an 
apartment, it’s an easy way to 
share,” says Shoshana Danon- 
Perkins, an administrator at 
Kesher Israel. 

Looking to live in a particular 


neighborhood? Sign up for that 
neighborhood’s email lists and 
check out the neighborhood’s 
blogs. Residents often note vacant 
properties in both places. 

There are also websites that 
help people with certain needs find 
an apartment, including sites for 
animal owners (Peoplewithpets 
.com/petfriendlyapartments 
.asp) and those with disabilities 
(Disability.gov/housing). 

Interns should check out 
the Washington Intern Student 
Housing website (Internsdc.com) 
or the summer housing pages at 
local universities. The University of 
Maryland (Umd.ochl01.com) and 
American University (American.

from another city, an agent who can 
act as an ally is a good option. 

Meredith Pringle, 25, was 
moving to Washington from 
Chicago and could spend only one 
weekend in the city.

“With Craigslist and those other 
websites, you never know who you’ll 
hear back from,” she says. 

Then she stumbled on Urban 
Igloo (Urbanigloo.com), which offers 
prospective renters an agent to help 
them search. It’s free (landlords pay 
a fee to get listed). 

Pringle was able to tell an agent 
her price range and her desire 
to live near George Washington 
University, where she attends 
graduate school. 

The agent made appointments 
ahead of time, and when Pringle 
was in town, she swung by. She 
settled on a junior one-bedroom 
in Logan Circle. 

It’s a neighborhood she never 
would have considered without 
Urban Igloo’s advice, but she loves 
her apartment.

Friends With Leases 


When you rent out 
your condo to a paL, 
avoid sticky situations 
with these expert tips 


Landlords 

After the birth of her second child, 
Sara Kirner’s family had outgrown 
their two-bedroom Bethesda condo. 
She and her husband, Kevin, 
bought a house in Silver Spring but 
decided to hold on to their former 
property and rent it out. 

When Kirner was approached 
by college friend Dora Hunter 
about renting the condo, she had 
no hesitations becoming a landlord 
to a pal. 

From a young age, we’re 
all taught to share, so it seems 
like a no-brainer to rent out 
that extra room in your house 
or your former bachelor pad to 
a buddy. But becoming a landlord— 
especially to a friend— comes 
with serious responsibilities, and 
if you don’t approach the task in 
the right way, you could find 
yourself losing money, a friend, 
or both. 

“It’s very difficult to be business- 
like with friends,” says Janet 
Portman, an attorney and the 
author of a number of books on 
landlord-tenant issues, including 
“Every Landlord’s Legal Guide” 
(Nolo, $ 39 . 99 , Nolo.com). “You 
need to understand from the 
beginning that either the friendship 
or the business relationship could 
suffer.” 

To prevent that, it’s wise for 
the two parties to put things in 
writing. “A lot of friends think they 
don’t need a lease, but I always 
recommend that people have a 



written contract,” says Emilie 
Fairbanks, a D.C .-based attorney 
who specializes in landlord-tenant 
law (202-681-4694, Efairbankslaw 
.com). That allows landlords to 
spell out their expectations (like 
when rent is due and what happens

if it’s late) and ensures that tenants 
know exactly what’s required 
of them. When things aren’t 
clear, it can lead to resentment, 
disagreements and, in the worst- 
case scenario, situations that wind 
up in court. 

Kirner used a standard 
lease found on the Montgomery 
County government’s website 
(Montgomerycountymd.gov) as 
the basis for her agreement with 
Hunter. 

She also created a move-out 
checklist for when Hunter’s lease 
is up, after talking with her aunt, 
who owns several rental units in 
upstate New York. 

“We spelled out everything for 
when the time comes,” she says. 

If you and your renter are 
sharing the same condo, be aware 
that even the most carefully crafted 
lease might not help you deal with 
personality conflicts. 

“When you’re renting a room 
to someone, it’s far more likely 
that there will be conflict over

all those intangible things that a 
lease doesn’t cover, like the fact 
that this person watches TV all 
of the time,” says Mark Wellborn, 
editor-in-chief of UrbanTurf, a 
website that focuses on the D.C. 
area’s residential real estate market 
(Dc.urbanturfcom). 

While it might be hard to 
talk finances with a friend, it’s a 
conversation that needs to take 
place. “The person who owns 
the rental unit should treat the 
friend exactly like they would 
treat a renter [who’s a stranger],” 
Wellborn says. 

That means running a 
credit check and ensuring that 
the friend-turned-renter has the 
funds to cover a security deposit 
and rent. “If your friend balks 
at that, that’s your first hurdle,” 
Portman says. “If you don’t get 
that credit report, you’re taking 
a chance.” 

The landlord also needs to 
understand how the situation will 
affect his or her own finances, 
including the possible tax 
implications of the rental income 
collected and the costs of any 
permits or licenses required. 

“Most people don’t need to get 
an occupancy permit if they’re just 
renting a room inside their house,” 
Fairbanks says. “But if they want 
to be able to enforce their lease, 
I recommend that they do get a 
business license.” 

Soon-to-be landlords should also 
check to see if there are any rules or 
regulations governing their ability 
to rent their particular space. Some 
condo associations, for example, 
might not allow an owner to rent 


out an extra bedroom in their unit. 
And basement rooms can pose all 
kinds of challenges. 

One common issue is whether 
the space meets code. “A large 
number of basement rooms in D.C. 
don’t, because they don’t have the 
proper fire exits or have illegal 
kitchens,” Fairbanks says. 

And check your insurance policy. 
As many D.C. -area dwellers 
recently learned, you never know 
when a freak storm might cause 
damage to your home. You might 
think your homeowners insurance 
policy will come to the rescue no 
matter what, but it may not cover 
someone renting a room in your 
home. 

“You need to inform your 
homeowners insurance that you’re 
renting a room,” Fairbanks says. 
Your rate may go up, but Fairbanks 
says it’s worth it. If the renter’s 
room is damaged you don’t want 


to be on the hook for damage or 
get into a standoff with the renter 
about who’s paying for what. It’s 
also possible for your renter to get 
his or her own policy. 

For Kirner, there was an added 


level of comfort, because her tenant. 
Hunter, was becoming a landlord 
herself Hunter’s recent marriage 
necessitated bigger digs, leading 
her to become Kirner’s tenant.

Studio she owns. 

“She knows both sides,” Kirner 
says. “So we’re not going to get 
into one of those situations where 
someone is saying, ‘No, that’s your 
responsibility.’ She gets it.” 

Even when all the stars seem to 
align, Portman still advises friends 
to tread carefully when entering a 
landlord-tenant relationship. 

“How often have you heard 
someone say that their best friend is 
their best friend, but they wouldn’t 
want to live with them?” she asks. 
“There’s some wisdom behind

The Value of 
Going Green 


Energy-efficient 
homes sell for more, 
a new study shows 

Green Building 

It has been a controversial question 
in the home real estate market 
for years: Is there extra green 
when you sell green? Do houses 
with lots of energy-saving and 
sustainability features sell for more 
than houses without them? If so, 
by how much? 

Some studies have shown that 
consumers’ willingness to pay more 
for Energy Star and other green- 
rated homes tends to diminish 
during tough economic times. 
Others have found that green- 
certified houses sell for at least a 
modest premium over similar but 
less-efficient homes.

The average amount a home's value 
increases if it has a green certifica- 
tion label, according to a new study 
of 1.6 million California homes. 


But now a new study involving 
an unusually large sample of 
1.6 million homes sold in California 
between 2007 and early 2012 has 
documented that, holding all 
other variables constant, a green 
certification label on a house 
adds an average of 9 percent to its 
selling value. 

Researchers also found 
something they dubbed the “Prius 
effect”: Buyers in areas where 
consumer sentiment in support 
of conservation is relatively high 
— as measured by the percentage 
of hybrid-auto registrations in 
local ZIP codes — are more willing 
to pay premiums for green-certified 
houses than buyers in areas 
where hybrid registrations are 
lower. 

The research was conducted by 



Matthew E. Kahn, an economics 
professor at UCLA, and Nils Kok 
of Maastricht University in the 
Netherlands, currently a visiting 
scholar at the University of 
California at Berkeley. 

From their study’s 1.6 million 
home transactions, Kahn 
and Kok identified 4,321 dwellings 
that sold with Energy Star, 
LEED or GreenPoint Rated 
labels. They then ran analyses 
to determine how much green 
labeling contributed to the selling 
price, eliminating all other factors 
contained in the real estate records: 
locational effects, school districts, 
crime rates, time period of sale, 
views and amenities such as 
swimming pools. 

The 9 percent average price 
premium for green-rated homes 
is roughly in line with studies 
conducted in Europe, where 
energy-efficiency labeling on 
new and resale houses is far more 
commonplace. 

Labeling in the U.S. is a 
politically sensitive issue. The 
National Association of Realtors 
has lobbied Congress to thwart 
adoption of any form of mandatory 
labeling of existing houses, arguing 
that adopting such a system could 
have negative effects. A loss of 
value at resale because of labeling 
would be disastrous, the association 
argues, particularly coming out of a 
housing downturn, kenneth r. harney

Sure, the effort it will take to 
DIY a frozen batch of delish won’t 
be as major as that of 16th-century 
Mughal emperors, who used relays 
of horses to ferry blocks of ice from 
the Hindu Kush to Delhi, where it 
went into fruit sorbets. (And, please, 
leave the hand-crank ice-cream 
maker you might dimly recall from 
your childhood to Luddite Brook- 
lyn artisanal dessert fans.) 

These days, creating your own 
pints just requires an electric ice- 
cream machine, sold for as little 
as $20 at kitchen stores. Target 
and the like. 

Still, don’t expect to produce 
Cherry Garcia or something else 
complex on your first turn at the 
churn. Beginners should start with 
American-style or Philadelphia-style 
ice cream, an egg-free freeze that 
requires fewer steps to make than 
a custard-based version. “It’s diffi- 
cult to mess up,” says Molly Moon

Homemade Ice Cream” ($22, Sas- 
quatch Books) and the owner of sev- 
eral ice creameries in Seattle. “But 
don’t worry if you do screw up. It 
happens. Even to me!” 

Step one in ice-cream making is 
popping the bowl of your ice-cream 
machine into the freezer for at least 
12 hours. Then, you’ll make a heavy 
cream base. Moon Neitzel recom- 
mends generally using two cups of 
heavy cream and one cup of whole 
milk, along with sugar and a pinch 
of salt. Cook this over a medium 
heat for about 15-20 minutes in a 
heavy bottomed saucepan until 
the sugar has dissolved, while you 
whisk it occasionally and make sure 
it doesn’t scald or boil over. 

This base then needs to be fully 
cooled down in the refrigerator for 
an hour or two before moving on 
to the next step. Then transfer it to 
the machine to churn it for approx- 
imately 20 to 30 minutes. “Look for 
the ice cream surface to be frosty 
and not have a shiny sheen,” Moon 
Neitzel advises. “Then you know 
it’s done.” 

Move the ice cream into a heavy- 
duty glass container, so it can spend 
eight hours firming up in the deep 
freeze. Duane Copeland, executive 
pastry chef at the Source (575 Penn- 
sylvania Ave. NW; 202-637-6100), 
recommends pressing parchment 
paper down firmly onto the top of 
the ice cream. “The longer you keep 
oxygen out, the fewer ice crystals 
you’ll have,” he explains. 

Once you’ve mastered a basic, 
say vanilla, you can experiment 
with new recipes — chocolate, blue- 
berry, lychee-banana swirl. Or, try to 



From Tree to Treat 

Working with fruit as a mix-in presents challenges. Some — such as grilled 
peaches (shown) — you actually want to use when they’re underripe. “A lot of 
the flavors turn into a simple sugar taste when it gets ripe," says Noah Dan, 
founder of Pitango Gelato (413 7th St. NW; 202-885-9607). Sugar content 
can be manipulated easily, so what you’re going after is the essence of fruit. 
Other times, such as when you’re working with a fruit like bananas, which get 
sweeter and more flavorful as they ripen, use slightly overripe produce. 



Candy Lands 

If you’d rather use candy or 
cookies as a mix-in, don’t go 
crazy. “Sometimes too much is 
too much," warns Duane Cope- 
land, chef at the Source. “It 
will affect the texture of your 
ice cream and make it hard to 
scoop. Things like Snickers bar 
chunks freeze hard." About 1 
cup of sweet treats is appropri- 
ate per batch. D.C. food blogger 
Jana Erwin (Cherryteacakes 
.com) puts the goodies in after 
the base has been churned in 
the machine, right before it goes 
into the freezer. 


become the Ben or Jerry of Bloom- 
ingdale and add fresh fruit or some- 
thing else sweet to your cream. 

Be cautious if you want to add 
mix-ins, because they can ruin a 
batch if handled improperly. Any- 
thing that you incorporate that 
has high water content (fresh ber- 
ries, juicy citrus) is going to add 
crunchy crystals to the finished 
product. To stop this, add some 
sugar to the fruit and cook it down 
until it becomes jammy and syr- 
upy first. 

As a further preventative mea- 
sure, Jana Erwin, who runs the 
recipe blog Cherry Tea Cakes 
(Cherryteacakes.com), recom- 
mends swirling a packet of gela- 
tin (approximately 2 teaspoons) 
into the base mix before it goes 
into the ice-cream maker. 

No matter what flavor you 
choose to make, it’s going to be 
worth all the hard work. Especially 
when you’re enjoying a bowl full of 
frozen goodness while perched on 
the porch watching the sunset (or 
huddled next to the air-condition- 
ing unit cursing global warming).

VANILLA-BEAN ICE CREAM 

» 2 cups heavy cream 
» 1 cup whole milk 
» 3/4 cup sugar 
a Pinch of kosher salt 
» 2 whole vanilla beans, split lengthwise 

Combine all the ingredients in a small, heavy-bottomed 
saucepan and cook over medium heat, whisking occa- 
sionally. Just before the mixture comes to a boil, remove 
from the heat. Using tongs, carefully fish out the vanilla 
bean pods and, with the back of a knife, scrape the seeds 
into the pot. Put the scraped pods back into the pot and 
stir to combine. Pour the mixture into a shallow pan or 
bowl and place in the refrigerator to chill thoroughly, 1 
to 2 hours. 

When the mixture is completely chilled, remove the 
vanilla bean pods and discard. Pour the mixture into an 
ice-cream maker and process according to the manufac- 
turer’s instructions. Using a rubber spatula, transfer the 
ice cream to a glass or plastic freezer container. Cover 
tightly and freeze until firm, at least 4 hours.

There Goes the 
Neighborhood 


Unfortunate timing 
aside, The Watch’ is 
wacky enough to win 
over eager viewers 

Film Review 

Is it ever a good time for “The 
Watch”? 

First, the comedy — about a 
neighborhood watch group protect- 
ing an Ohio suburb from invading 
aliens — had to change its name 
from “Neighborhood Watch,” when 
that term became so highly charged 
after the killing of an unarmed teen- 
ager in Florida earlier this year. 

But today, “The Watch,” which 
stars Ben Stiller, Vince Vaughn, 
Jonah Hill and Richard Ayoade, cre- 
ates another untimely discomfort. At 


one point in this raunchy, playful- 
ly vulgar comedy, Stiller’s character 
dons a T-shirt emblazoned with a 
logo that reads “No More Murders.” 
It’s played for laughs in a movie that 
indulges the same fetishized humor 
around violence that has become as 
cherished a rite of summer movies 
as guns themselves have become 
cherished rights. 

With Colorado and the rest of the 
country still reeling, some viewers 
might not find “The Watch’s” blithe 
shoot- em-ups as much fun as they 
might have a few weeks ago. Then 
again, the premise of the movie 
is so goofy, the performances so 
winningly wacky, that a willing — 
indeed eager — suspension of dis- 
belief has rarely been easier. 

As “The Watch” opens, Evan 
(Stiller) explains in a voice-over why 


he’s so happy living in the subur- 
ban idyll of Glenview, Ohio — where 
he lives with his pretty wife, Abby 
(Rosemarie DeWitt), manages a 
nearby Costco and pursues a devo- 
tion on civic engagement that bor- 
ders on the obsessive. When one of 
his night watchmen is gruesomely 
killed on the job, Evan immediate- 
ly organizes a group to prevent fur- 
ther attacks. Soon, Evan is joined by

Bob (Vaughn), Franklin (Hill) and 
Jamarcus (Ayoade) in a bumbling 
series of encounters with an unseen, 
green-goo-spewing foe. 

“The Watch” was written by Seth 
Rogen and Evan Goldberg. Spiked 
with cheerful profanity and giddy 
sexual references, “The Watch” is 
a hard-R comedy with a soft heart 
at its center. 

Vaughn and Hill find a particu- 
larly amusing rhythm, with Hill’s 
sotto voce patter providing a well- 
timed accompaniment to Vaughn’s 
soaring, motor-mouthed arias. Per- 
fecting the persona he honed in the 
“Night at the Museum” and “Meet 
the Parents” movies. Stiller makes 
for a smooth, sympathetic straight 
man whose earnest desire to make 
the world a better place can only end 
in hilarious, hyperbolic disaster. 

In fact, most of the players here 
are simply delivering iterations of 
characters they’ve done before. 

And “The Watch” takes the 
same ethos of male bonding, 
obsession with sex and sardonic 
violence that has proved so prof- 
itable in recent years on yet anoth- 
er summer spin. The tires may be 
in need of changing pretty soon, 
but for now the jalopy still runs.

My favorite 
moment in all of 
Christopher Nolan's 
“Batman" movies 
comes from “Batman 
Begins," and it reappears in “The 
Dark Knight Rises." It's when a 
young Officer Gordon — the future 
Commissioner Gordon — places a coat 
around Bruce Wayne's shoulders after 
the boy's parents have been killed. 

It's a small, gentle action that follows 
a grand, horrific one. It's the moment 
that starts Bruce Wayne on the path to 
becoming Batman rather than Bane. 
Both men are born in cruelty, but 
Bruce receives one small kindness, 
and that makes all the difference. 

The shootings on July 20 made us 
feel that Bane is real and that Batman 
remains fiction. After events like this, 
we either want to become Batman, 
the symbol of perfect justice, or we 
want to become Bane, the symbol 
of all-out vengeance. We cannot be 
Batman; we must not be Bane. But 
we can find tiny times when we can 
extend meaningful kindnesses to one 
another. We can be — should be — 
Commissioner Gordon.

its weird side. Previous “Ice Age" install- 
ments drew inspiration from our planet’s 
climate changes, and “Continental Drift" 
is no different. Here, fissures caused by 
volcanic fault lines separate franchise 
regulars Sid, Diego and Manny from the 
latter’sfamily— wife, Ellie, and teenage 
daughter. Peaches. Efforts to reuniteat 
a sinking land bridge force Manny and 
crew to battle a menacing ape who rules 
the Seven Seas from his pirate-ship- 
shaped iceberg. “Continental Drift" does 
fall victim to an avoidable sequel trap 


by adding too many new faces. What 
“Continental Drift" lacks in character 
development, however, it makes up 
for in visual wizardry, sean o’connell 
MADAGASCAR 3: EURDPE’S MDST 
WANTED (PG, 93 minutes) The third 
outing in the popular series of animated 
adventures about Alex the lion, Marty 
thezebra, Melmanthegiraffeand Gloria 
the hippo may be the best of the bunch. 
To escape from Monaco — where our 
heroes have traveled from Africa search- 
ing for the airplane they hope will take 
them home — an order is given to shake 
the Monte Carlo animal control officer 
who is determined to stop them from 
leaving. A parade of laughs? That, you 
expect. What’s really surprising about 
“Madagascar 3" is just how moving it ulti- 
mately is, largely because of the emotion- 
ally engaging character animation, m.o. 
MAGIC MIKE (R, 110 minutes) A mellow, 
low-slung charm propels Steven Soder- 
bergh’s film, which stars Channing Tatum 
asa stripper and is partly based onTatum’s 
real-life experience.

SAVAGES (R, 130 minutes) Acandy-colored 


black valentine to titillation, garish brutal- 
ity and groovy post-fin-de-siecle excess, 
this ode to cinema’s most exploitative 
pleasures finds Oliver Stone chronicling 
America’sdarksideat its most sun-kissed. 
As 0 explains in the detached, SoCal voice- 
over that threads through the film, she 
has been living in a blissed-out menage a 
trois in Laguna Beach with Chon and Ben, 
marijuana dealers who grow the best 
product in the country. When they come 
into the sights of a Mexican cartel, 0 is 
kidnapped and they become embroiled in 
a battle. The director manages to make an 
otherwise throwaway crime story chime 
with real-time politics, from the recession 
to the recent victory of the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party (PRI) in Mexico, a.h. 
TED(R,106minutes)lfyou’veseenthetrail- 
ers for “Ted," you’re hip to its high-concept 
premise: A little boy named Johnny Ben- 
nettgetsa cuddly teddy bearfor Christmas 
and, after making a wish, the bear begins to 
talk; 20years later, Johnny (MarkWahlberg) 
and Ted (voiced by Seth MacFarlane) live 
together as roomies, generally avoiding 
the bothersome business of growing up. 
MacFarlane, thegenialwisenheimer behind 
theanimatedtelevisionseries“FamilyGuy,’’ 
has created a universe based largely on the 
same humor of thatshow, making “Ted" a 
probable hit with those viewers. “Ted" may 
be best enjoyed while enjoying the same 
mind-altering substances its protagonists 
ingest in such copious doses. Once the nov- 
elty wearsoff, though, so doesthe buzz. a.h.
